during the 12 months of training j 
arid will live off the State School 
grounds. 


Students will be required to at- 


tend classes eight hours a day. 
five days a v.-eek. Approximately 
eight weeks will be spent, at The 
Community General hospital. Ster- 
ling, to gain •experience in ob- 
stetrical nursing and the genera! 
hospital aspects of medical and 
surgical nursing. 


Wallace stated that classes.will 


begin in January or early in Feb- 


ruary next year and that each 
class will be limited to 12 students, 
with a second class beginning ir. 
six months after the start of the 
first. When fully organized it is 
expected that the classes will form 
every four months. 


Name Director 


Mrs. Artene Speelman has been 


appointed director of the Practical 
Nurse School. She is a graduate of 
the University of Iowa. College of 
Nursing,, .and holds a master's de- 
gree in nursing educntion from 
the University of Chicago. She 
has held positions as director of 
Education and Director of Nursing 
in general hospitals and state 
mental hospitals. 


It is estimated that th* school 


will cost .$95.000 to operate for the 
first two years.

He urges 
3rou to feel comfortable in his office, to feel free to discuss 
openly your symptoms and complaints, some of which may 
be imaginary. But until he is convinced they are imaginary, 
he'll probe your problem for th,e answer. Until disease or 
some abnormality can be ruled out, his understanding sym- 
pathy will be comforting.*

And your bill ? Your physician wants you to know about 


that too. Talk about it frankly. 
Why is it some of us 


wouldn't dare make repairs to our homes without discussing 
fees. Yet we shyly avoid discussing prices with our physi- 
cians. And, frequently, we are the very ones that criticize 
the bill on receipt, because we fail to understand the scope 
of our physician's services.»

Think it over. What have you done as a patient to es- 


tablish a friendly accord with your physician? Have you 
given him an even chance to be better friends with you-^to 
understand your problems better. Or have you been respon- 
sible for building the wall that separates you. Think it over, 
Mr. Patient. A close personal relationship between you and 
your physician needs your cooperation, and the mutual trust 
and "confidence will be rewarding dividends.

Doris first said that she 
had driven the car during much 
of the chase and changed places 
with Farver just before the car 
missed a curve at the east edge 
of Franklin Grove and struck a 
telephone pole.

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Shortages in 
Metals Turn Up 


Copper Lifted Into 
Class of 'Precious' 


By SAM DAWSOX 


NEW YORK (?l — Shortages 


threaten to put a damper on pome 
segments of industrial production. 
Tight 
supplies, 
particularly 
in 


metals, are sending 
purchasing 


agents scurrying—and paying pre- 
mium prices. 


The shortages, despite the great 


postwar gains in production capa- 
city, have taken many business- 
men by surprise—just as the ex 
tent of the business boom took 
them by surprise earlier. 


Copper has been lifted almost 


to the class of a precious metal 
m recent days. So tight is the 
supply that some users, caught 
short, are said to have paid as 
much as 51 cents a pound to keep 
their mills running. A dock tie-up 
in the East has kept some foreign 
copper from being unloaded, mak- 
ing the pinch even more severe. 


Strikes A Factor 


Strikes earlier in the year in the 


mines and smelters caused the 
present worldwide shortage. 


Metal users' who could turn to 


aluminum as a substitute for cop- 
per are finding supplies of the light 
metal are tight also—and its price 
on the nse, too. 


Steel users complain about slow 


deliveries. 
The steel mills are 


pushing most of their available 
facilities, but can't meet the press- 
ing demand. 


Lumber orders have exceeded 


production so far this year. And 
so have shipments. 
Mill stocks 


have declined steadily. Imports of 
lumber have run 43 per cent ahead 
of last year. 


Supplies Tight 


But tight supplies continue to be 


reported in several sections where 
the building boom is still strong 
Home building has slackened a 
little in recent weeks 
But the 


slack has been more than taken 
up by the continuing boom in com- 
mercial and industrial construc- 
tion 


Shortages are the more sur- 


prising this year because it was 
only a year ago that many in- 
dustrialists were worried lest the 
big expansion in production capa- 
city sparked by the Korean war 
leave industry with more plant 
than civilian demand justified.

circulation declined from 60 million 
dollars in 1940 to 9 million dollars 
in 1955

You Should Know -Did Pike Climb His Peak?

WANT A s i m p l e question? 


After what man was Pike's Peak 
named? Obviously, after a man 
called Pike. 


But the second question isn't 


so simple. Did the man climb 
Pike's Peak? The answer to that 
lies in this short true story. 


In the year 1800 Spain secretly 


yielded 
Spanish 
Louisiana 
to 


France. Three years later, Na- 
poleon was afraid he would lose 
Louisiana to England, France's 
long-time rival. So he sold it to 
the United States. 


There was a lot about the land 


that was unknown. So President 
Jefferson promoted the Lewis 
and C l a r k expedition. They 
crossed the continent from St 
Louis to the Pacific Ocean and 
collected a lot of information. 


In the summer of 1805, Lt. 


Zebulon M. Pike was sent on a 
voyage up the Mississippi River 


to explore the source of that 
stream. 
The trip took nine 


months and was successful. 


A year later, the young Army 


officer was sent out on a second 
exploring mission. His task was 
to explore the newly acquired 
territory of the United States 
extending southwestward toward 
Santa Fe and the Spanish bor- 
ders. (Mexico at that time be- 
longed to Spain.) 


Also, he was to conduct certain 


Osage Indians in safety to their 
homes in Western Missouri. And 
to establish peace between the 
Osage and the Pawnee of Kansas. 


He was a very observant Army 


officer. For example, one day he 
looked at the grass and figured 
out from the direction in which 
the blades of grass were bent 
that people had been travelling 
in a certain direction. 


And he was clever. He sent 


out some of* his men to shoot 
buffalo. They skinned the ani- 


mals and then with the skins 
made boats so they could travel 
by water. 


He climbed Cheyenne Moun- 


tain \\ ith his men. It was a very 
cold day and the thermometer 


fell to four below zero. His men 
did not havt winter clothing. 


At a distance of about 15 miles 


he saw the summit of what he 
called "Grand Peak." To climb 
it or not to? That was the ques- 
tion. Finally he decided not to 
and recorded the fact in the jour- 
nal he kept In fact, he even be- 
lieved you couldn't get to the top 


Pike's expedition to the Rock- 


ies biased the trail which after- 
wards became one of the high- 
ways for the trains of the early 
immigrants and the 49ers. A 
one time as a slogan of courage 
and determination, 
the people 


going west would say, "Pike's 
Peak or Bust." 


In the War of 1812, Pike be- 


came a brigadier general anc 
was killed when the retreating 
British blew up a powder maga- 
zine. But his name will live for- 
ever in Pike's Peak.

Let's Have a Party --Guests Balance and Bark 


NEXT TIME you give a party, 


make yours a little different by 
introducing 
games that your 


friends probably h a v e never 
played before, such as "building 
blocks" and "stra\\s and ball" or 
"cat and dog hunt." 


The first requiies partners, and 


lots of empty cardboard boxes, 
fiom the tiniest sort that's used 
for holding jewelry to the great 
big jumbo caitons that come 
from the grocer's. 


The "It" couple stands in the 


middle of the floor—or at least 
the girl does, and the boxes are 
piled up close at hand. Next, she 
is blindfolded. Then the boy lies 
down on his back and puts his 
feet in the air, with the soles of 
his shoes as neatly parallel to 
the ceiling as he can. This is 
important, because the girl (who 


cannot see) is supposed to pile 
the boxes on his feet, without 
permitting them to topple. The 
pair who manages to place the 
most the highest is the winner. 


The second game is just as 


laugh-provoking. The boys stand 
on one side of any provided table. 
The girls arrange themselves op- 
posite.j Then all are given one 
soda straw apiece, and a light 
ping-pong ball is set in the ta- 
ble's center. At the word "Blow!" 
they start—and the team that 
forces the ball off the table—with 
lung po\\ er only—against the op- 
position of the blowing of the 
other side—scores a point. A 
scoie of 5 or 10 (or as many as 
you like) wins. 


If there is no table handy, use 


a cleared-off space of floor, with 
the playing area indicated with 
a plastic table cloth, or markings

Here's another game to try:

When the signal is given, the 


members of each group get busy 
and start hunting for their par- 
ticular slip. When one finds the 
name on a slip that he repre- 
sents, he either meows or barks 
and must wait until his captain 
reaches him and marks down the 
score. Then he goes on with the 
hunt. 


A certain time limit must be 


decided upon before the game 
starts, about five minutes. The 
group that has the highest score 
of course, wins the game. You 
can try other animals, too. 


Long Ago |-Meet Mammut, the Mighty Mastodon 


HIS NAME was 
"Mammut 


Americanus." 
He lived about 


15,000 years ago. His bones, or 
at least a large number of them, 
are on display in a college mu- 
seum. 


I! you want to make a riddle 


of it, the next question might be, 
"What was he?" 


The bones show him to be a 


fnastodon, a kind of pre-historic 
elephant which roamed this con- 
tinent during the Ice Age. 


Mammut s skeleton was found 


by a faimer while he was plow- 
ing a field in Brighton, Ohio, 
about 50 years ago—and since 
then the bones ha\e rested in a 
large, trunk-like box in the geol- 
ogy museum u here they are used 
for class demonstrations. 


A former geology professor of 


the college directed, the excava- 
tion of the bones back in 1906 
He recalls that, "We had to dig 
about five or six feet before we

could remove the bones, buried 
deep in clay. Apparently the 
animal had been grazing when it 
died or was killed." 


There has been some consid- 


eration given to mounting the 
bones into a reproduction of the 
elephant-like animal's skeleton 
but many parts of the mastodon 
are missing. Only fragments of 
the huge tusks have been pre- 
served, for example. 


The larger natural history mu- 


seums have mounted mastodons, 
which you can see if you visit 
them. 


Mastodons roamed many for- 


ests and plains during the latter 
part of what is called the Ice 
Age. 
That was a long span of 


time when great glaciers moved 
back and forth over the north- 
ern part of this continent. They 
covered everything in their path, 
even some mountains. These ice 
sheets were hundreds of feet 
thick and tery powerful.

You Might Hire This Bee 


BY IDA SMITH 


OXE DAY IN June while trim- 


ming the lower branches of our 
umbrella tree, I noticed a huge, 
bluish-black bee, much larger 
than a bumble-bee, hovering in 
front of my face. Several times 
it flew around my head and then 
darted into the tree. 


It had burrowed two neat 


holes, one above the other, in a 
dead portion of the tree 
The 


holes were about a foot apart and 
slanted a bit from each other. 
The bee daited into the lower 
one. 
An enemy spider had built 


a thick web across the upper one. 
I cleaned the web away each day 
after that, but the bee kept on 
using the lower entrance. 


One afternoon I saw her sun- 


ning herself on a branch, her 
handsome indigo body shimmer- 
ing in the sunshine. Thinking I 
might be able to photograph her, 
I broke the branch off carefully, 
but she tumbled down into the 
grass. Perfectly unconcerned, she 
sat in the grass and washed her 
face and brushed herself care- 
fully all over. 


BECOMES TAME 


After that she did not seem 


afraid of me but would fly close 
whenever I was in the yard. And 
she did not dart into her nest 
any more, but-would fly in lei- 
surely. 


Books from the library ex- 


plained that she was a carpenter 
bee, and the largest of our bee 
family. There are numerous spe- 
cies of carpenter bees. The fe- 
males hibernate in winter. In the 
spring and early summer they 
build their nests. 


Illustrations showed the tunnel 


which these bees make from one 
entrance to the other, sometimes 
\\ith rooms leading off. 


All of the sawdust from the

it. On this partition she stores 
another supply of food, lays an- 
other egg, and builds another 
paitition over that. 


When finished she has about 12 


little compartments or cabinets 
about an inch high, each contain- 
ing an egg and food. 


The egg hatches into a grub, 


which is a worm-like creature. 
After it eats its supply of food, it 
goes into the chrysalis or pupa 
stage during which it grows legs 
and wings. Each little chrysalis 
places himself or herself head 
down. 
FIRST COME, FIRST SERVE 
The first one at the bottom be- 


comes full grown first because 
that was the first egg laid. It 
breaks through the outer parti- 
tion which its mother made to 
protect it, and flies away.' Then 


the next one comes down, etc. 


Appaiently m my bee's home 


the plan had been changed in 
some way due to the enemy spi- 
cier at the top hole. Probably she 
made rooms oft to the side in the 
tunnel from which the main tun- 
nel could be used as an exit. 


Carpenter bees are part of the 


scheme of nature to bieak up 
dead material and prepare it for 
disintegration and later reuse in 
some other way. They never 
burrow into a live tree. 


JPOSTS FOOL THEM 


Sometimes they mistake our 


fence posts and barn rafters for 
dead material. The only way we 
can explain to them is to paint 
the posts and rafters with creo- 
sote or something which they do 
not like to burrow into. 


Carpenter bees will sometimes 


use hollow reeds for nests to save 
themselves labor, and sometimes 
will repair and use old nests. 


These bees are very pretty and 


interesting little characters. Be- 
ing much more gentle than the 
aveiage smaller bee, they are 
easy to watch and study.

possibly more foreign trade, and 
reduced income taxes. 
It was pointed out that we have 


a 1,100,000,000 bushel carryover of 
corn. The normal carryover is 
about 300,000.000 or 10 per cent of 
our annual crop. 


Indications are that due to larg- 


er feed supplies, there will be a 
greater numbers 
of 
livestock, 


dairy and poultry. 


Henry Johnson, }n speaking of 


beef 
prices, 
thought that the 


trend would be the same during 
the next year as last year, with 
lower prices this winter than 
last, and with less drop In the 
spring.

Egg Law 
Enforcement 
Emphasized 


SPRINGFIELD —(Special)— Di- 


rector Stillman J. Stanard of the 
Illinois Department of Agriculture 
announced today ihat six 
full- 


time field m^n have begun egg 
law enforcement duti«s with Xhe 
Division of Markets. Pnor to that 
date enforcement had been hand- 
led, along with that of many other 
food laws, by state food inspec- 
tors. 


Stanard said than anyone who 


knowingly violates any section of 
the egg act can expect prosecu- 
tion. In addition to cash fines, sus- 
pension and/or revocation of li- 
cense are in order. 


The act .provides the following 


few key requirements: 


1. All ejfs« bought from the 


producer must be candled Jit 
first purchase by the buyer and 
bad eg;««v removed. 


2. Bad or inedible fjrc* 
can- 


not be bought or sold as human 
food. 
3. ESS* must be labeled at re- 
tail accordinsc to uniform stan- 
<lar<N established by the Depart- 
ment either by "^rade and size" 
or PS "ungrafied." 


4. All r<»jr advertising «hall also 


show "-Trade anrl size" or "un- 
eraded." Furthermore, the word 
"fresh" and similar terms can- 
not he used unless eggs are 
Grade A or betier. 


5. Properly prepared candling 


certificates and dealers' invoices 
shall accompany all eggs sold 
at wholesale. 
To clarify several recent in- 


quiries. Stanard pointed out that 
the eggr law in no way regulates 
the dealer's method of purchases 
other than to require candling and 
prevent the dealer from buying 
loss eggs. In other words, the act 
does not require that eggs be pur- 
chased from the farmer on a 
graded basis. 


Quality standards set up under 


the act for Illinois eggs are iden- 
tical to federal standards. Grade 
designations in order of quality 
are AA, A, B and C. Minimum 
weights permitted per dozen for 
six size designations are: Jumbo 
—30 oz.;, Extra Large—27 02.; 
Large—24 oz.; Medium— 21 oz.; 
Small—is oz.; and Pewee—15 oz. 


For 
example, an 
egg 
label 


might read, "Grade A Large." 
This means that the interior qual- 
ity meets the minimum require- 
ments for Grade A and that the 
eggs weigh not less than 24 ounces 
per dozen.

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Some Texas Farmers Will 
Harvest Tumbleweed Crop 


SAN ANGELO, Tex. W—A great 


many farmers around here face 
aome pitchfork drill this fall and 
•winter. They'll harvest a crop 
they can't sell, can't eat. can't 
feed their cattle, can't afford not 
to harvest. 
» 


The plant is the tumbleweed—a 


joy to romping children, a ghost to 
a scary horse and a burden to 
dryland farmers. 


Many billions of the • weed are 


ripening in unused fields. High 
winds last weekend loosened & few 
million. 


They w h i p p e d across level 


ground until they hit a fence or 
other barrier and then they piled 
up. They buried thv fence. 


Sheltered lawns al~o v.-ere buried 


several feet deep. 


Tumbleweeds range from knee to 


waist high. Their limbs grow into 
a light, ball-like mass of tough 
branches. They break from the 
ground easily and children like to 
race them as the wind rolls them 
along. A nervous horse shys away 
from them almost as fast as from 
a rattlesnake's buzz. 


Where the weeds pile up, they 


can burn as if they were gasoline- 
saturated. If they're left along a 
fence row, winter, winds bury them
